THE COUNTY CAPITAL 


The News of the Week in Doylestown as Gathered 


by Our Special Correspondent. 


Doylestown, Nov. 8, 1908. 


All the harsh things said during the 


campaign and all the hard feelings 
aroused are things of the past. The 
Elephant and the Jackass will live at 
peace and their truoipetings _oind 
braytugs will be stilled for a time, for 
which Allah be praised! Selah! 


But it was a hot fight while it last- 


ed. If Doylesown came in for recog- 
nition at the tail end of Hit campaign 
it just as surely had the biggest shows 
of the season for the Democrats and 
Republicans vied to make their par- 
ades and mass meetings here the big- 
gest In the county, and they succeed- 
ed, with the Republicans out-shining 
anything known in the history ot 
Bucks county politics, so far as the 
parade was concerned. 
It was a 


mammoth outpouring of Republican- 
ism and patriotism, and Democrats 
tried in vain to rival it. 


Listen, 
brothers! 
It 
took just 


twenty-four minutes for the Republi- 
can parade to pass a given point and 
the line was not unduly stretched out, 
as can be seen when conservative esti- 
mates place the number of men in 
the pageant at 2500, and some go so 
far as to say there were 3000. Why, 
the number of horses in line was 
400 and in addition there were six 
bands and two drum corps, ten uni- 
formed inarching clubs, hundreds of 
citizens and scores of industrial aud 
humorous floats. 


Doylestown welpomed them royally. 


Hundreds of electric lights werestrung 
especially for the occasion and nearly 
eyery business house and private resi- 
dence was swathed in bunting, be- 
decked \\ith flags and brilliantly il- 
luminated. 
And there was not a 


single feature to ruar the pleasure of 
the event. 
It was an event long to be remem- 


bered in the history of the town and 
county. 


Saturday night the Democrats held 


their mass meeting and parade and it 
was a big one, with over a thousand 
men in line. 


WATER FAMINE ALARMING. 
Although residents fail to appreciate 


it afler repeated warnings, Doylesr. 
town's water lamlne is really alarm- 
ing. Springs and wells alike have 
failed materially, and unless heavy 
continuous rains come soon residents 
are likely to feel the deficiency. En- 
gineer Wintyen, of the pumping sta- 
tion, says that the recent rains havfe 
helped little if any in filling the 
wells and springs and fears a freezing 
cold before a bountiful replenishing 
rain sets in to bring relief. 


MILES OF BALLOTS. 


Few who exercised the constitution- 
al privilege of voting last Tuesday 
thought for a minute of the extensive 
preparations which had been made BO 
that they could exercise the right of 
suffrage, and consequenly not a great 
many imagined how far the 80,000 
official and 10,000 specimen ballots of 
this county would reach if placed edge 
to edge. The Gazette correspondent 
figured it that they would reach 1,000,- 
000 inches, or 15.7 miles, or further 
than the distance from Doylestown to 
New town. Why, the 172 tally sheets, 
each 9 feet In length, would have 
reached about one quarter of a mile. 
That's a bunch of paper, and it's quite 
likely that if all the ballots used in 
the county were placed edge to edge 
they would circle the globe. 


PICKING ARMORY SITE. 


Doylestown is assured of a fine ar- 


mory for its National Guard Com- 
pany, and on Satuday Captain Bulme, 
inspector of the State Armory Board, 
was in town looking at available sites 
in company with Captain Abel Mac- 
Reynolds. 
They looked particularly 


at three available lots, and in Novem- 
ber 12th the Armory Board will decide 
about the site and the plans for the 
building. 
That the County Seat is to have an 


armory is largely due to the earnest 
and efficient labors of Captain Abel 
MacReynolds, who has brought Com- 
pany G up to a high standard of ex- 
cellence which attracted the attention 
of Adjutant General Stewart, 
last 


summer at the State encampment, and 
brought from him many 
compli- 


mentary 
remarks.

Regiment. 


EA8TON MILK CAR. 


After considering the proposition 


several months the Philadelphia & 
Easton Railway Company has put a 
milk car in operation, and Tuesday

leaves here at 6.24 on the Rapid 
Transit Company line. 
It is believed that a large quantity 


of milk will be shipped over the 
Easton line and it is quite likely

ground at Riegelsville, where they 
expect to have a shipping station 
which will take in about 8000 quarts 
daily. 


MORTGAGE FOR 125,000,000. 


Friday a mortgage for $25,1)00,000 


was entered at the Recorder's office, 
and it is probably the largest one ever 
received there.

The original Captain of Co. H was 
Lazarus 0. Andrcss, who died No- 
vember Iii, 1863, of wounds received 
at Brandy Station, Va., on Novem- 
ber 8, 18(13. CapL Andress was suc- 
ceeded by William B. Lovetl, who 
was promoted from 1st Lt., and who 
was mustered out with the company 
May 23, 1865. The roster of this com- 
pany Is contained in Volume 4 of 
Bates's History of Penna.

Ice Wagon Demolished and Animals 


Hurled Againit Building. 


Two horges belonging to the Artesian 


Ice Company were killed at the Mill 
street railroad crossing, Bristol, early 
yesterday morning. 


Arthur Thomas, thediiverof the Ice 


wagon, had just cnme from the plant 
with a load of ice and as he was driv- 
ing the team with its heavy load 
across the east-bound passenger track 
the horses slipped on tlie planks be- 
tween the rails which were covered 
wilh a coating of Ice and fell. 
Both 


horses went down and became tangled 
in the harness and pole of the wagon 
and could not be gotten to their feet. 


While the horses were down the sig- 


nal sounded announcing an appoach- 
ing train. An attempt was made to 
unfasten the harness from the animals, 
but before it could be done a fast Pitts- 
burgh-New York express came along 
at terrific speed and struck the pros- 
trate horses and wagon. 


One horse was instantly killed and 


hurled fifteen or twenty feet to the 
sidewalk and became wedged beneath 
the bulk window of John McOwen's 
liquor store. 


The other horse was thrown into the 


cent*of Mill street and died a short 
time after being struck. 


The wagon was demolished and 


parts were scattered in all directions. 
One wheel was curried up the track a 
distance of fifty feel and the heavy 
cakes of ice were promiscuously scat- 
tered about. 


The Mill street crossing is an ex- 


tremely dangerous one in freezing 
weather as tho east-bound trains 
which pass over the track tanks at 
South Bristol drip a quantity of water 
along the planks of the crossing, caus- 
ing a coating of ice to form over the 
surface and frequently horses slip at 
that point. 


The horses were a heavy draft team 


and were valued at about $500. The 
Ice wagon had just been rebuilt at an 
expense of J126. 


E. W. Minster is president of the Ice 


company and Mrs. M. K. Baker, Mr. 
Minster's sister-in-law, Is secretary 
and treasurer. 


A claim will in all probability be

Sundae Is Southern. 


The name "Sundae" originated in 


New Orleans. A soda water dispenser 
found himself one bright and warm 
Sunday afternoon entirely out of car- 
bonated water, with no chance to re- 
new his supply. 


There was a constant demand for his 
services, and alter repeatedly answer- 
ing the embarrassing question why he 
was unable to produce the drinks, in 
desperation he hurriedly mixed ice 
cream and fruit syrups into a frozen 
concoction which greatly delighted his 
customers. 


During the following weekdays he 


had so many calls for "that Bnndny 
recipe" that the idea flashed over him 
that It would be a-good thing to put it 
regularly on his bill of fare. A well 
meaning but uneduated clerk, who 
prepared the menu, did the trick of 
transforming "Sunday" into Sundae," 
and the palate tickler has remained 
"Sundae' ever since. 


they were needed, nor are they being 
enforced too rigidly. In tnis.as in most 
other instances tne laws were the 
work of those who are most heartily 
against them. That is to say, there is 
reason to suppose there would have 
been no agtation and, therefore, no le- 
gislation, ir it had not been for the in- 
crease of food adulteration. 
When al- 
most everything the people used in 
theirordinary living was grossly adnl- 
terted the outraged sentiment of the 
consuming public compelled the organ- 
ization of dairy and food departm ents 
in the several states and eventually the 
enactment of the National food and 
drugs act. 


The unscrupulous manufacturers 


who imperiled the lives of the con- 
sumers were driven to wholesale adul- 
teration by several motives. In the 
first place there was an extended and 
emphatic demand for cheap foods. 
In 
the beginning a few manufacturers 
cheapened their foods by the use of 
adulterants. 
Their products found a 
ready sale. 
Rivnl dealers believed 


themselves compelled to adopt similar 
expedients in order to retain their 
custom. The practice rapidly spread. 
In the second place, while making a 
considerable reduction in the price of 
their goods 
the dealers discovered 


that they were actually making more 
money than they had ever made. 
Greed feeds upon greed. Thus the 
practice of adulteration spread and 
the ingredients used became more and 
more injurious to the human body. 


Thus those who were so eager to ac- 


cumulate the wealth that perishes ac- 
tually set about klllng the goose that 
laid their golden eggs. In their desire 
to increase their profits they forget to 
exercise care. 
The result was the 


turning of the public stomach. This 
was followed by such persistent anl 
determined agitation .'or a remedy 
that the lawmakers were neither able 
nor willing to ignore the situation. 
Thus came about the establishment 
pf the state agencies to detect and pun- 
ish food adulteration and finally Con- 
gress was compelled to enact the feder- 
al law. This act is by no means what 
it ought to be ; still much good has 
been accomplished since it was placed 
on thestatute books and there is reason 
to believe that we are merely at the 
beginning of the national movement 
against the great crimeoffoodadulter- 
ation. Already the people are living 
longer and infant mortality is rapidly 
decreasing.—Dairy and Food Bulletin.
